Lévesque : 



PQ re-election 

is in the wind

The Parti Québécois will be 
back In power on April 13th, 
according to René Levesque. 

Speaking at McGill yester- 
day, the premier said Quebec 
needs an experienced team and 
a governing political party 
dedicated to the public interest 
and not to special interests. 

"I think that the same kind of 
wind Is blowing that blew in 
1976, especially In the rural 
areas," Levesque said. 

“It’s a spring wind, and it 
means we’re going to win, I’m 
pretty sure." 

The spring air blew a little 
less fresh at McGill for the 
premier. About 100 Dawson 
College students greeted him 
at the Union Building, 
protesting what they view as 
government foot-dragging over 
the Issue of a new, centralized 
building for their CEGEP. 

The capacity crowd of about 
550 in the Union ballroom was 
polite but generally unen- 
thusiastic as Levesque 
repeated his principal cam- 
paign themes. 

Levesque conceded nothing 
during a brief question period 
after his speech, when pressed 
repeatedly on his government's 
policies regarding educational 
funding and differential fees. 

"As far as the education 
budget goes, it’s true that we 
can’t go to 16 or 17 per cent 
increases. That's finished. Fini, 
fini, fini, okay? We can’t afford 
it," he said. 

Levesque said the govern- 
ment plans to hold its spending 
Increases to 12.8 per cent 
overall, and to a 13 per cent 
increase for the education 
sector. 

"Thirteen per cent Is 
reasonable," he said. 

Levesque avoided mention of 
the budget Increases the 



government has planned 
specifically for universities, 
which amount to only 6.8 per 
cent. 

Levesque also defended his 
government's differential fee 
policy. He said special 
agreements could be made to 
permit needy Third World 
students to enter Quebec 
universities at reduced fees, 
but that "moneybags" should 
pay a greater share of the real 
cost of their education. 

During his speech, Levesque 
denied that his government has 
been oppressive to non- 
francophones. 

"You’ll have to look a hell of 
a long way around the world to 
find a place that's as tolerant 
as Quebec," Levesque said. 

He asserted that the 
anglophone minority had not 
been oppressed and was not in 
need of help, particularly in 
Montreal. 

"There Is no group that Is 
better organized, better but- 
tressed by entrenched rights, 
and better protected by the rest 
of the continent than the 
English community," he said. 

Criticizing Claude Ryan for 
basing his campaign on "scare 
tactics," Levesque insisted 
that, contrary to the Liberal 
leader’s claims, Quebec’s 
economy under the PQ has 
prospered. 4 

"It’s a cliché in French 
Québec to speak of the 
economic miracle In the 
Beauce. Now you can talk 
about the miracle in Quebec," 
he said. 

"In a difficult world, we’re 
doing better than any other 
province. Even the Financial 
Times said that over the first 
three years after the PQ was 
elected, the economic results 
were better In Quebec than

one TA position. 

The departments will likely 
deal, with the reduced funding 
by ' increasing student/TA 
ratios, a move which will result 
in fewer TAs to pay. This 
possibility, that fewer TAs will 
be hired, is one which MTAA 
negotiators have not dealt with 
in the proposed set of 
guidelines. 

The drawing out of the 
discussions by the Committee 
has meant that the faculty vote 
must be held at the very end of 
the term, a time when TAs are 
overburdened with work and 
are hard to mobilize. Student 
support as well is hard to ob- 
tain at this time of year. 

Even If the proposed 
document is accepted by the 
Faculty, it will not provide TAs 
with any measure of job 
security. Although the 
proposition place much em- 
phasis on guaranteeing In- 
dividual graduate students a 
minimum period of em- 
ployment from the time of their 
entry into graduate studies, It 
does not deal with the issue of 
employment security In the 
event of budget cuts. Since the 
MTAA Is not a union but merely 
an association ( which the 
Administration has refused to 
give official recognition, 
despite a petition demanding 
recognition) the power of the 
MTAA to deal with the present 
circumstances is considerably 
weakened.

The strike vote followed a 12- 
Irour meeting between 
representatives of' the 850 
lecturers (chargés de cours) 
and the UQAM administrators. 
The vote came when 
negotiations broke down . on a 
return to work protocol. The 
lecturers’ union, the Syndicate 
des Charges de Cours de 
l’Université du Quebec, insisted 
that academic work, 
examinations and course 
registration that took place 
during the first week of strike 
be repeated so that students 
who refused to cross the picket 
line would not suffer. 

. The lecturers have been 
without a contract for nine 
months. Key negotiating points 
are salary demands, job 
security and the ratio of lec- 
turer positions to permanent 
professorial positions.' 

According to Robert Sweeny, 
Ph.D student In history at 
McGill and chargé de cours in 
the History Department at 
UQAM, the status of a chargé 
de cours Is roughly equivalent 
to that os sessional lecturers at 
McGIH. 

“While lecturers are hired on 
a yearly basis and are con- 
sidered of the academic staff of 
a department, the chargé(e)s de 
cours —or sessional lecturers 
— are more or less in a ‘free- 
lance’ position." They are hired 
for 45 hour course loads, have 
no form of employment 
security or social benefits and 
are paid $2250 per course load. 

There are currently more 



chargés de cours than regular 
professors at UQAM, which 
provides the University with 
“cheap" labour. Whilè f the 
administration has been talking 
of raising their salaries to $2383 
per course load, the - 

•SCCUQ Is requesting $3690 for 
the 1980-1981 academic year. 
The raise would Increase the 
chargés de cours's salary per 
course toad from 40 percent to 
60 percent of what regular 
professors earn for the same 
work. 

A number of SCCUQ claims 
have salary-related im- 
plications, such as con- 
sideration of seniority for irlng, 
pay for an additional three 
weeks ‘of work necessary for 
preparation of lectures and 
corrections at the end of a term, 
and a guaranteed two-courses 
load per semester. 

"The policy of using the 
chargé(e)s de cours as cheap 
labour has to be eliminated and 
decent conditions have to be 
provided," said Sweeny. 

However, the union is also 
stressing overall working 
conditions, such as union' 
membership for those on the 
"call list", class sizes, work 
evaluation, maternity/paternity 
leaves. 

Regular professors at the 
university, who are members of 
the CSN affiliated SPUQ 
(Syndicat des Professeurs de 
l’Université du Québec) have by 
a small majority vote decided to 
cross SCCUQ picket lines. 
According to Sweeny, the 
SPUQ executive has “testified 
in favor of the Injunction" the 
administration requested and 
obtained early last week

To be a feminist In the Soviet 
Union Is to be a criminal In the 
eyes of the regime, according 
to exiled Soviet feminist 
Tatyana Mamanova, who was 
watched by the KGB for 
publishinga feminist magazine 
there. 

Mamanova answered 
questions through an In- 
terpreter before a crowd of 250 
at McGill last Wednesday 
night. 

"Feminism" does not exist 
as a word In Russian, she said. 

"Someone In Leningrad 
asked me if feminism was some 
sort of artistic movement, like 
Fauvism,” said Mamanova. 

Women In the Soviet Union 
are in a paradoxical situation 
because tVie constitution has. 
established equality on paper 
and women feel that there Is 
nothing left to fight for. 



‘We have partocracy — the • drunk.” 



"Most -doctors are women, 
and after work they have a 
second shift at home. The 
directors of clinics are men, 
who do the least and receive 
the highest salaries." 

There is a new Soviet law 
which excludes women from 
460 occupations involving 
heavy labor. 

"This is a reaction of reac- 
tionaries," said Mamanova. 

Mamanova also said that 
homosexuality was a taboo 
subject in the press. 

"I asked a Soviet official 
about it, and he said there can't 
be any homosexuality because 
we have socialism." 

International Women’s Day,* 
March 8, is an official holiday In 
the Soviet Union. Mamanova 
commented, “Sometimes the 
men will bring bouquets of 
flowers to the women, and in 
the evening the men will get 



rule of party officials,” said 
Mamanova. 

“I know*a woman who was a 
teacher wfio tried to put forth 
progressive views," said 
Mamanova. "She was removed 



Tatyana Mamanova’s first 
encounter with the KGB (Soviet 
secret police) came in 1968. 
They began to seriously watch 
her activities with the first 
printing of her feminist 



The Almanac was exquisitely 
produced, with illustrations 
done by hand. 

"The KGB delicately advised 
me to put an end to this mat- 
ter," said Mamanova. 

"But since there had already 
been a warm response to the 
Almanac I continued with It. 

“The publicity from women In 
other countries probably saved 
me from Siberia." 

The KGB put pressure on 
Mamanova's neighbors and 
threatened to send her 
husband to fight in 
Afghanistan. 

"If the KGB had felt that my 
husband was against my 
beliefs they would have got him 
to collaborate, but he Is a 
feminist and very supportive," 
said Mamanova. 

The Mamanovas were flown 
out of the Soviet Union in July 
1980. 

Mamanova expressed op- 
timism at the efforts of Polish 
feminists. 

“The prospects for 
development' of feminism In 
Poland are better because the 
structure of that society is 



Jacques Parizeau and the 
implementation of differential 
fees. 

In discussions with CUSA 
representatives last week, 
Ministry officials confirmed 
their Intention to cut the 
universities’ operating cost 
increase to 6.8 percent instead 
of the 16.8 percent they require 
to keep pace with inflation. 

Mrenica said differential fees 
and a planned $10 million 
reduction in student loans are 
being introduced to facilitate 
the 10 percent reduction in 
operating revenues predicted in 
the Parizeau budget. 

Mrenica’s release criticized 
the Quebec government’s - 
planned increase in differential 
fees. 

In September 1981, new 
university students from 
outside Canada will pay $4128, 
an increase of $2648 over the 
current rate. 

Students already enrolled in 
university degree programs will 
pay $1000 over the present 
$1500. Fees for visa students 
already enrolled In a CEGEP 



program, will increase to $1250, 
a 50 percent hike. 

New CEGEP students will 
pay $2760 per year. 

Mrenica said the fee hike is 
ironic because the Parti 
Québécois program contains a 
section from the United 
Nations Charter listing the right 
to education as a universal 
human right. 

The PQ promised in 1980 to 
"make courses at all levels free 
of charge’ and to "set up an 
effective system of bursaries or 
living allowances and even- 
tually, an advance salary 
system." 

CUSA is working with other 
student councils in Quebec to 
organize a "Masked Demon- 
stration" against differential 
fees April 3rd. 

All demonstrators will be 
masked to protect the identity 
of international students who 
wish to participate in the 
process. 

The demonstration will be 
followed by a solidarity evening 
at Concordia University's Hall 
Building. 



Reagan bullet ricochets here 



Shock, dismay arid ap- 
prehension describe the 
emotions most McGill students 
felt upon hearing that US 
President Ronald Reagan had 
been felled by a would-be 
assassin's bullet Monday af- 
ternoon. 

“It’s an outrage — no open 
society can tolerate such* 
rampant, mindless violence," 
said Todd Ducharme, president 
of the McGill Students' Society. 

"I may disagree with the 
man’s policies, but I don’t wish 
death on him," he said. 

"I was horrified," said Trish 
Dodge, a U2 Commerce student 
from Wisconsin. 

"It’s very strange in that 
although I didn’t vote for 
Reagan the thought of 
someone taking a shot at your 
leader is frightening," she said.

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Points of Law 



Consumer La w: Installment Sales 



You would like to acquire a product but you don't have the 
money to buy it. In such a case, It often happens that the 
merchant will give you the opportunity to acquire the product 
right away and to become the owner later on. In legal terms, 
this Is called an instalment sale. 

The instalment sale is considered to be a credit contract. 
This means, among other things, that the contract must be in 
writing and describe your rights to cancel it. In addition, the 
merchant must send you a statement of what you owe him/her 
each month. 

The most important right that you have under the law is that, 
its haying signed the contract, you realize, for Instance, that 
you simply don't need the product or that its price is beyond 
your means, you have the privilege of cancelling the contract. 
You have, however, only two days in which to do this so you 
must act quickly. An exception to this general rule exists, 
namely that it is impossible to cancel a contract which deals 
with a new car which has already been delivered to you. 

if you keep the contract, you should know that even If you 
don’t own it, the merchant has no right to prevent you from 
moving the goods within the province. Nor can he^he take back 



possession without your consent or that of the court. Never- 
theless, should you ever sell it to someone else he can im- 
mediately demand the rest of the payments. 

if you discover that the contract doesn't conform to the 
requirements set out by law, it becomes a "sale on term", 
which means that you automatically acquire ownership and 
your merchant thus cannot seize the property; of course, you 
must still keep up the payments. 

What happens if you don’t make the payments when they're 
due? The merchant can always content himself with the 
amount due. He can, however, also Invoke the clause of for- 
feiture of the benefit of the term if there is one in the contract. 
This allows him to ask for the entire amount as soon as you 
miss a payment. He can also simply retake possession of the 
item sold, in this last case, however, if you have already paid 
half the price, the merchant cannot take back the property 
without going to court.

Repression in Pakistan condemned

A demonstration will be held this Saturday to protest the 
violation of human rights and to demand the restoration of 
democracy In Pakistan. In this public statement, the McGill 
Pakistani Students' Association provides Its views on the 
present situation In Pakistan. 



On the international scene, the past few weeks have been 
flooded with the news of the hijacking of a Pakistani airliner an 
act, which culminated in the release of 54 political prisonlers 
held by the military regime of General Zla-ul-Hag. 

The hijacking incident has been reported as a 'victory for 
terrorism,’ a ‘Soviet plot,’ and as 'surrender to political 
blackmail' in a manner which overshadows the underlying 
causes of such an extreme act. Although in no way com- 
mendable, the hijacking should be looked upon as a extreme 
expression of the frustration, resentment and anger that most 
people in Pakistan feel today under the present military dic- 
tatorship. 

In order to understand the current political tensions in 
Pakistan, the history of the present government has to be 
examined. The military regime of General Zia took power 
through a coup d'etat on 5 July 1977 following a series of 
demonstrations against the Bhutto government over alleged 
rigging of the elections. Upon assuming power, General Zla 
gave a solemn oath to the people of Pakistan that he would hold 
elections within 90 days, and that the only aim of the coup was 
to restore law and order. The people took this In good faith and 
gave every support to help the government In fulfilling Its 
promises. At the end of the promised 90-day period, the elec- 
tions were postponed Indefinitely on the grounds that the 
country was “not prepared for democracy." 

What followed the postponement of the elections was a wave 
of repression and elimination of political opponents, the most 
well-known being the hanging of Mr. Zulflger All Bhutto, the 
depose Prime Minister of Pakistan, on charges of ordering the 
murder of a political opponent. 

Political repression In Pakistan has been observed with 
serious concern by Amnesty International which recently called 
upon General Zia to release all political prisoners In Pakistan 
and to take immediate steps to hald torture, flogging?, and 
excutlons. in an open letter to the General, the International 
human rights organization said It was deeply concerned about 
reports that a least five prisoners had died In police custody 
after being tortured. 

Besides violating human rights in Pakistan, the military 
government has recently enacted changes in the constitution 
which gives it the legal right to ban any political party. The new 
constitutional changes also greatly curtail the judicial power of 
the superior courts. The high courts can no longer prohibit or 
suspend orders placing persons in preventive detention. 
Neither can the court issue orders affecting members of 
Pakis*jm’s armed forces. The chief justice of the supreme court 
and two other judges have been dismissed for not accepting to 
take oath to office under the new constitution. 

In an additional attempt to strengthen itself, the military 



government Is seeking aid from the U.S. to counter a possible 
"Russian threat.” Such aid, which has already been promised 
by the U.S., will only help General Zia to futher his present 
policies, which are a greater threat to the Integrity of Pakistan 
than the Russian presence on Its borders. 

In view of the serious threat to democracy and human right In 
Pakistan, the people of the West and, most importantly, those 
of Canada and the U.S., who cherts democratic and 
humanitarian values, should Impress upon their governments 
not to help the present illegitimate military dictatorship of 
Pakistan.

anywhere else In Canada." 

Levesque acknowledged that 
his party was unlikely to receive 
many votes from the audience 
because of the PQ's stand on 
sovereignty-association.

The McGill Contemporary 
Dance Workshop's annual 
performance is this Friday, 
April 3rd, at 8:30pm. It is the 
product of the manÿ classes, 
rehearsals, and workshops 
that comprise the club's ac- 
tivities. 

What the show doesn’t lack 
is variety. It has everything 
from belly dancing to ballet 
and from Juggling to jazz, 
indicative of the diversity the 
club encourages. What it does 
lack is consistency. In- 
spiration, talent, technique, 
and energy are all in evidence, 
but not consistently. At times, 
good choreographic ideas 
don't get fully developed 
because of the limited 
technique of the interpreters. 
At other times, dancers with 
some technique suffer in less 
than inspired choreography. 
Nevertheless, it is an en- 
tertaining show revealing the 
contagious enthusiasm of the 
members of the club. 

The best number is an 
amusing caper set to the 
theme music from "Mission 
Impossible". It involves four 
dancers: Keith Hennessy, 
Jonathan Kofman, John 
Lambert, and Barbara Sarbin, 
and a lunch pail. The interest 
sustained in the audience by 
this-captivating piece is 
rivalled only by the dancer’s 
intense interest in the iuch 
pail. This fast-moving number 
contains some clever part- 
nering and a lot of action and 
is performed with the energy 
and conviction that is 
characteristic of much of the 
dancing in the show. 

Keith Hennessy is one of 
the few remaining untapped 
natural resources in this 
country. He is loaded with 
ideas, talent, and energy and 
uses them to some advantage 
in his solo “Sudbury Summer” 
subtitled "Schizophrenia In 
Elliot Lake". The piece has 
two sections: the first to "The 
Rose" by Bette Midler is a 
sensitive interpretation and 
quite lyrical. The second 
(performed in red pyjamas) is 
to "Nine-to-Five" by Dolly 
Parton. 

Some of the most coherent 
choreography in the show is 
done by Heather Higgins. She 
1 contributes to the 
choreography of an enjoyable 
jazz number and is none other 
than the belly dancer in "The 
Gift". Both pieces are built 



upon a variety of appropriate 
movements and incorporate • 
effective use of the stage. 
Heather also has more stage 
presence than some of the 
other performers (the fact that 
she Is clad in rhinestones and 
chiffon has nothing to do with 
it). 

A reserve of jugglers is 
something most dance 
companies cannot profess to 
have, unfortunately. Such is 
the central part of a very ef- 
fective piece of theatre en- 
titled "Juggling". Among the 
impressive sequences in the 
piece is one in which dancers 
exchange sets of balls while 
standing in a line across the 
stage. The colourful, 
uninhibited costumes con- 
tribute to the appealing 
playfulness of the work. The 
'roller skates don’t hurt either. 



Several of the other pieces 
in the show deserve mention 
for reasons as varied as the 
pieces themselves. One jazz 
number blossoms in the hands 
of an intoxicating dancer, 
Barbara Politi (definitely a lady 
with rhythm). "Friday",

Poetry is more than words and 
metaphors to Montreal poet, Mona 
Elaine Adilman. 

Adilman, author of the recently 
published book, Piece Work, Is a 
conservationist as well as a poet. Her 
poetry is filled with outrage at a 
society that takes advantage of the 
vulnerability of nature. 

Adilman started off as a nature poet 
and gradually became and activist. "I 
realized that action was imperative to 
ecology," Adilman said in an interview 
"I came out of my ivory tower and'my 
poetry caught fire. The words seem to 
come to life when the poet becomes 
an activist. Words become scalpels 
and cut away bureaucratic half- 
truths." 

This social awareness is present In 
most of Adllman’s poetry. For In- 
stance, “Smile, You're on Candu 
Camera" shows the stupidity of the 
risk of nuclear energy. However, 
Adilman is always able to maintain her 
clever and satirical tone. 

Adilman says she Is writing to save 
the environment and "better yet, to 
make the environment worth saving." 

“The poet is the great catalyst of all 
times reaching out with cosmic 
conscience to crate a better world," 
she said. "Poetry is the watershed of 
instinct and intellect fusing passion 
with reason and franchise with 
restraint." 

In another ecologically concerned 
poem, "Free Enterprise," Adilman 
eulogized the loss of a neighborhood 
candy store that the MUCTC tore down 
in order to build a Metro station. 

"My'wrlting combines ecological 
protest against degradation of the 
environment with social protest 
against the deterioration of human 
values and the loss of human rights." 

Adilman also has a section on love

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poems in Piece Work. Influenced by 
Irving Layton, who In fact wrote the 
foreward to the book, Adilman feels 
that love Is a hybrid — a cross bet- 
ween attraction and alienation — that 
this "adds tang to a relationship." 

However, even in some of her love 
poems, Adilman Is still an activist. In 
"Inheritance," the erosion of the 
environment is compared with the 
erosion of emotions in a relationship. 

In the final analysis, writes Adilman, 
"the poet must synthesize art and 
science and filter It through his own 
personal spectrum. Poetry is the 
alchemy that turns academics into 
activists and transforms militants Into 
missionaries."

Political and environmental Issues 
challenge the poet's scrutiny. Nature 
has always been a source of in- 
spiration to poetic thought through the 
centuries. To fight for the survival of a 
forest as opposed to an expressway or 
a pyramid of high-rises, Is as natural 
to the poet as breathing. Shelley, 

Keats and Byron would have joined 
forces with the ecologists If they were 
living today. Would we have called 
Wordsworth a “bleeding heart" 
because he saw In nature "Something 
whose dwelling Is the light of setting 
suns"? John Ruskin recognized 
technology as the destroyer of nature. 
Spinoza saw danger in government 
secrecy, and said It was the mark of 
authoritarlanslm. 

Poets and philosophers have always 
asked questions and put values into 
perspective. Problems of good and 
evil, beauty and ugliness are the 
cynosure of the Inquiring mind. The 
poet philosopher seeks perspective; he 
Is "divinely discontent". He Is blessed 
with heightened sensibility and 
awareness which act like a smoke 
detector In a society aflame with 
materialism and greed. All epochs of 
history are Illuminated by their poets. 
The ultimate reality of a society can 
often be read more truly and joyously 
In lines of poetry than In all the dust- 
bound historical texts. Poets capture 
the spirit of an age, the controversies, 
abuses, triumphs and tragedies. And 
poets speak to all who have souls to 
listen.

"Monday", he deals with the 
fears that we all have when 
single — a fear of the 
weekend, of broken hearts, of 
more rejections. The single 
released from the album, 
"Start!", undertakes to renew 
the lost art of communicating 
with other individuals. As the 
song states: “If we get 
through for two minutes only/ 

It will be a startl” 

Weller and The Jame have a 
keen social sense. They are 
able to see both society’s 
qualities and faults. The final 
song on the first side, “That’s 
Entertainment", Is perhaps the 
strongest song musically on 
the album. It deals with the 
simple things In life that we 
seem to forget are worth 
enjoying: 

Waking up from bad dreams 
and smoking cigarettes - 
Cuddling a warm girl and 
smelling stale perfume -

Foxton and Buckler must 
not be Ignored because 
without them the band would 
hardly be as tight as it Is.

Zionism is Judaism 
To the Dally: 

Well, what year Is complete 
In McGill without some 
reference to the nefarious 
forces of Zionism? Tell a lie 
ofton enough and some people 
are willing to believe it. 

Within a short space of a 
week two letters have appeared 
in the Dally linking Zionism to 
appartheld (sic) and addressing 
it as a cause of Nazism(l). 
Somehow Zionism has 
acquired a racist label. This Is a 
product of warped mentality 
which chooses to connect 
“Institutional racism of the 
Israeli type" with the "South 
African variety." George Port- 
way’s letter to the Dally (Wed. 
March 18) forces the reader to 
accept a distorted frame of 
reference; If he seeks to make 
connections, let them be 
between' the vulgarities of 
! Palestinian Liberation Army 
terrorism rather than between 
Zionism and the latter. It is 
precisely because I am a 
Zionist that I abhore (sic) all 
manifestations of racism, in- 
cluding appartheld (sic). 

Most perturbing, however, is 
Peter Gutkind’s attempt to 
separate the Zionist from the 
Jew.

We are writing in response to 
certain statements made by 
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Prof. Peter Gutkind In the Dally 
on Monday, 23 March 1981. 

The learned Professor 
Gutkind claims that there is a 
"close conjuncture of Zionism 
and racism" and that Zionist 
values' are "opposed to the 
Dhllosophy and values of 
Judaism." One who Is truly 
knowledgeable In Judaic 
teachings and values knows 
that Jewish prayer, philosophy 
and writings, consistently 
speak of the holiness and 
centrality of Zion (Jerusalem, 
Israel) to the Jewish people. In 
fact, it is one of the highest 
religious commandments 
(mitzvot) to return and live in 
Zion, the land of Israel. 

Professor Gutkind has alsa 
referred to his family members 
who were slain by the Nazis. In 
doing so he had the audacity to 
equate Zionism with the 
organized and cruel course of 
Nazi racism. We are sorry for 
Professor Gutkind, as he ap- 
pears to be the epitome of one 
living in an aura of his own 
delusions. Many in our families 
were also murdered by the 
Nazis, and our parents are also 
survivors of the Nazi death 
camps. We, like Professor 
Gutkind, cannot help but feel 
bitter. However, we do hold a 
different perspective on the 
situation. 

Professor Gutkind stated 
that he feels that the Nazi 
version of Zionist racism killed 
our people, that an Ideology of 
Jewish ethics and Jewish pride 
Is as racist as Nazism, which 
proclaims Its people’s 
supremacy over others. Is It 
racist to be proud? Is it racist to 
want to regain what was yours 
and to stand as an equal among 
the peoples of the world?

It seems that Professor 
Gutkind, In his noble solidarity 
with the oppressed peoples of 
the world, has conveniently 
Ignored his own people. (Is this 
self-rightenous, or Just self- 
hating?) One should also note 
that Just as socialism does not 
equal Stalinism, Zionism does 
not equal racism. 

We suggest that Professor 
Gutkind research his facts 
somewhat more thoroughly, as 
well as look more deeply within 
himself, for the answers. Once 
misunderstandings such as 
this are more clarified perhaps 
peace, and not hatred, will have 
a better chance of existence 
between all peoples of the 
world.

Few males came for rape 
To the Daily: 

I am a male student who 
attended the symposium on 
rape which was held at the 
Faculty of Education last 
October.

This was followed 
by a discussion involving a 
panel of eight Invited speakers. 

When the lights went up after 
the end of the film I looked 
around casually at the crowd of 
students In attendance (bet- 
ween 100 and 150) and was 
awed and then dismayed to 
realized that I and two other 
gentlemen I spotted were the 
only men present. 

During the question period, I 
raised my hand and ventured to 
comment precisely upon the 
above observation (this elicited 
applause). I suggested that the 
first positive step in dealing 
with the problem of rape in our 
society (as well as all other 
offshoots of this serious social 
dilemma such as sexual 
harassment. sex 

discrimination, and perhaps 
even chauvinism, etc.) would be 
for people to begin looking 
upon rape as a problem as 
much concerning men as it 
does women. Unless the man 
on the street, in the classroom, 
behind the desk and at the 
dinner-table begins to sense 
the gravity of the situation, then 
aggression directed towards 
women will continue to plague 
our society. 

Any McGill male reading this, 
be he a student, professor, 
dean or janitor, might then 
innocently query: "Well, what 
can I do about It...?"

limiting to three the number of 
strikers allowed on picket lines. 

The opposition of the SPUQ 
reflects "an unwillingness to 
share some privileges with the 
chargé(e)s de cours". However, 
both the SPUQ and the SCCUQ 
want an Increase In the number 
of permanent professors at 
UQAM and a reduction in the 
number of chargé(e)s de cours 
relative to enrollment, in 
conformity with provisions of 
SPUQ’s 1979 collective 
agreement. Sweeny claims that 
"according to this rule, 120 
permanent Jobs should have 
been opened this year, while 
the University has aiven 47". 

While negotiations on the 
collective agreement Itself are 
expected to resume next week, 
the administration has not yet 
come up with proposals on all 
contentious issues. Recent 
budget cuts by the Ministry of 
Education are likely to In- 
fluence what the SCCUQ will 
obtain on salary-related 
demands. Sweeny points out 
that the SCCUQ "is the first 
union to openly face the new 
budgetary cuts".

Yes, here I am, one of those 
dangerous fanatics. I am a 
Zionist. Or perhaps I should 
reveal my true Identity. I am one 
of the racist, militaristic hawks 
ready to swoop down on 
campus and betray humanity 
with my “transparent hypocrisy 
and double standards” as 
depicted by Mr. Portway in 
graphic detail. (Letter to the 
Daily, March 18.) 

Nevertheless, a few detallj 
have escaped Mr. Portway in 
his double edged attack on 
Zionism and rallying cry to 
reveal the Zionist plot to take 
over the world. 

The motif of a Jewish world 
conspiracy, incidentally not 
invented by Mr. Portway, has 
followed history as an ugly 
shadow tacked behind the 
image of a Jew. Stripped of Mr. 
Portway’s eerie distortions, this 
is my true portrait. 

As a Jew, I believe in the 
legitimacy of the State of Israel. 
As a. Zionist I support the 
national homeland of the 
Jewish people. Israel is a 
democracy in which over one 
hundred countries are 
represented in population, of 
which one half million Moslem 
and Christian Arabs, Druze and 
other ethnic groups are 
citizens. 

Israel is not racist in 
character nor does it support 
racism.

If, however, it is not morql but 
material support Mr. Portway is 
referring to, I must further ' 
deflate Mr. Portway’s greatest 
expectations. * Israel's 
economic trade with South 
Africa is miniscule compared to

If Mr. Portway is determined 
to search out forms of racism, 
he has no further to look than 
his own nose.

(Does Mr. Portway 
think that Jews control 'the 
business world also?) If, 
however, his ambitions of 
bringing racism to our attention 
are also.of a longer range, he 
might investigate the over- 
whelming majority of Arab 
states which proclaim Islam 
as' a- state reliQlon,- and br,an- •

dish discriminatory policies 
against non-lslamic believers. 

Perhaps I have given Mr. 
Portway a new cause. However, 
even if I have not successfully 
enlightened Mr. Portway, I 
intend to expose his brand of 
propaganda as a mixture of 
cheap slogans and lies. 

It is too easy to drag up the 
scapegoat of Zionism and 
dangle it in front of Namibia, 
South Africa and El Salvador as 
the perpetrator and perpetuator 
of their misfortunes. Finally, I 
would like to Inform Mr. Port- 
way that Zionism is not a bad 
word; it Is not a plot to en- 
danger "North America at 
large" or to conquer the world, 
but anti-semitism is a bad idea.

Sex has noplace 

in nation's closets 

To the Daily: 

Just a few comments on the 
Gay Supplement in the Dally of 
March 26. I found it most 
refreshing to read these ar- 
ticles presented together for 
the first time during my stay on 
campus. Such a presentation 
will certainly help to stimulate a 
healthy, open discussion 
among all the members of this 
school. 

I do not doubt that some of 
the people reading these ar- 
ticles who happen not to be gay 
may feel a little uncomfortable. 
The article entitled "Per- 
spectives on Heterosexuality" 
could well be viewed as 
disconcerting. I’m sure that not 
a single person on campus 
would ever wish all aspects of 
his/her life to be described in 
terms based only on their sex 
life. The questions raised in 
this particular article are 
merely a reversal of concerns 
many people ask, either con- 
sciously or unconsciously, 
about gay men and lesbians. 

Even more disconcerting is 
the presence of two articles 
seemingly separated by a few 
pages and several years. Page 
3's article, "Reign of Terror" Is 
followed by another on page 11 
called “From Civil Rights to 
Dachau." Granted, no gas 
pellets were dropped into the 
Toronto shower rooms where 
the men were herded, but the 
fear, the powerlessness, and 
the anger must have been the 
same. Nor are these raids in 
Canada's “Queen City” (that 
term Is borrowed from some old 
travel brochures, by the way) an 
isolated instance. As the article 
concludes, raids have occurred 
quite recently in Montreal. 

Some criticisms of the 
presentation can be made. The 
article from the Body Politic is a 
bit cryptic. Another page of 
writings from McGill students 
would have been more in- 
teresting. Where are McGill’s 
lesbians In this collection? The 
overwhelming number of ar- 
ticles are written by men. The 
Intricate workings of sexism in • 



society which are reflected 
within the gay movement need 
much more attention. Until the 
men In the movement start 
looking seriously at this 
question gay men and women 
will be prevented from ex- 
ploring Joint concerns and from 
discovering further ways of 
working together. 

The presentation suc- 
cessfully brings forth much of 
the Joy of gay life. Anyone 
familiar with the New Yorker 
and Its cartoons must find 
Christopher Street's own 
variation, presented here, most 
pleasant. Positive humour is a 
much better means of ex- 
pressing oneself than self 
defacing cynicism. It Is most 
refreshing to once again see 
the names of the people whose 
lives and works we study, who 
just happened to be. gay. One 
so seldom hears this from 
university lecturns. But I 
suppose that Just as what two 
consenting adults do in private 
does not affect their work, 
one’s homosexuality should 
not Interfere with one’s place In 
history.
